The .executive commlttee'of the Low- 


ell committee on public

the report'on the anthracite coal sit- 
uation In Lowell as presented by Her- 
bert J. Ball, the Investigator 
named 
by the municipal council to assist th,o 
public safety committee. 
Mr. Ball's report, poes Into detail to 


determine tlin normal output of 
an- 


thracite coal in Lowell and to ascer- 
tain this a three-year average from 
Jpnuary, 3914, to December, 191S, was 
compiled showing the amount of coal 
sold each month-by 
the 
14 Lowell 
dealers. 
Ten dea1 >re, representing SO 
pei cent of tha business here, are used 
In some of the tabulations, but In 1916 
and 1917 the returns include the figures 


""• frcm all the 14 dealers. 


Mr. Ball has produced not only a 


written report but has prepared several 
graphic charts on which the 
mathe- 


matical curve has been plotted. 
In 


brief, the following excerpts from the 
written report will Interest the public: 


"Therefore, I believe. In view of the 
facts presented above, that it may bo 
conservatively stated that by June 1 
the coal dealer 11 of Lowoll had placed 
in the bins of their customers 35 per 
cent more coal than they have usually 
delivered by that time of year under 
normal conditions. 
This extraordinary 
demand has drawn the dealers' stocks 
of 'coal down to extremely low levels 
and they have had such difficulty 
In. 


• obtaining even their usual supply from 
the wholesalers that some have resort- 
ed to the purchase of premium coal. 
Their difficulties the federal trade com- 
mission Is aware of and Is endeavor- 
ing to remove; with this help, I feel 
that the outlook for 
the 
future 
Is 


• hopeful and that this community will 
receive Its proper shara of coaL 
"There are three 
recommendations 


• which eeem to bo 
pertinent at this 
time: 
"1. That the general public cease 
from ur^inff 
immediate 
delivery of 
their coal and allow 
the 
dealer 
to 
make his deliveries during 
the 
re- 
maining months as he normally would. 
"2. That the dealers do not 
honor 
orders from their customers 
for coal 
in excess of Uie amount sold to them 
last year, thereby preventing: ' hoard- 
ing-."3. That the dealers Inform me of 
their monthly 
output 
of anthracite 
coal as soon after the first of each 


• .month as is possible in order that tho 
city of Lowell may be able to ascer- 
tain how well its 
needs are 
being 
cared for. I feel that such informs, - 
tion ag has now been collected for the 
first tJme is capable of rendering1 val- 
uable service if 
it

In considering the report the com- 
mittee studied the charts and the tab- 
ulated figures which -brinjj the results 
only up to June I, but decided to try

iressing tho ideas of tho committee. 
The figures tabulated by 
Mr. Call 
show that In .1916 tlio monthly deliv- 
eries of coal to tho people In Lowell 
wero higher than tho three year av- 
erage by considerable rind that In. 1917 
the amount of coal delivered at 
tho 
\rst of June was 40 nor cent, greater 
than the amount shown by tho three 
year average at that date. On June 1 
of this year the Liowell 
dealers 
had 
delivered to customers -15,675 tons ot 
anthracite coal. 
In 1916 at the same 
date they had delivered 
38,079 
tons 
and on tho three year 
average they 
had delivered on June 1 a 
total of 
about 30,000 tons. 
Taking the three-year average. It Is 
found that Lowell people normally USB 
or buy from the dealers about 
90.0JO 
tons of anthracite. 
In 1916, with tho 
consumption of coal 
showing figuroa 
ilgher than normal, the total sold in 
Lowell was 105,529 tons. Using thiB AS 
the probable figure of 1917 as a total, It 
s evident from Mr. Ball's report that 
the consumers of anthracite have ai- 
ready in their bins 40 per cent of tho 
•ear's requirements and that this con- 
dition is naarly 20 per cent better than 
the usual condition on June 1. Assum- 


r that tho 1916 figure must he re- 
peated, Lowell dealers must provide In 
round figures 60,000 tons 
more thla 
year. In 1916 they -were able to do this 
and more. 
The committee, after Its first perusal 
of this report, came to the conclusion 
that It will he entirely possible to pro- 
vide Lowell with all the anthracite coal 
,t will require this year without es.ces- 
live-prices. It Is not possible to draw 
InaJ conclusions until more figures are 
obtainable and tho commltte voted not 
only to accept the recommendations of 
Mr. Ball, but to ask the mayor to wilte 
:o the coal dealers requesting1 them to 
comply with the suggestion that they 
make monthly reports to Mr. Ball of 
coal sold. 
The report will 
be 
given 
furthtr 
atudy and copies of it will bo made so 
hat those-Interested may take time to 
delve Into the tabulations and draw 
loncluslons. It Is agreed at the outset, 
lowever, that the 
public in Lowell 
owes a duty to itself not to drive the 
coal situation into a hole by too drastic 
demand, for with things moving nor- 
nally in this respect the difficulties of 
ransportation and deliveries and there- 
fore of price will be eliminated. 
Tho committee will make every effort 
ort to aid the coal dealers to get chu 
:oal shipped to Lowell and the Wash- 
ngton aut horities have a Ire.id v been 
n communication with the city* In ru- 
garcl to this.
